"by Judge Swope and Associate Judges 
Dicks and Sneeringer on last Friday. 
There being no objection to 35 of the 
applications the same were granted. 


The papers in the case of W. H. 


Broom for the Wabash Hotel were 
first heard. The objections were not

Democrats Standing 
for Reform

The 120th session of the General As- 


sembly of Pennsylvania convened -on 
Tuesday uoon of. last week. The Re- 
publican caucus with 57 of the 127 
party "members attended" named J. R. 
1C. Scott of Philadelphia as their nomi- 
nee for Speaker. The supporters of 
Geo. 
E. Alten of Allegheny did not go 


into caucus. The Democratic nominee 
as chosen in a caucus of all the Demo- 
cratic members, 5C in number, was 
Chas. A. Shaffer of Columbia county. 
When Hou^e began to ballot, it took 
five ballots to elect Alter. The victory 
is credited to Governor Tener, Secre- 
tary "of the Commonwealth McAfee 
and U. S. Senator Oliver, with some 
help from Penrose. The old Philadel- 
phia Machine of the Vares, McXichol, 
etc.. aie said to have lost and deser- 
tion of Penrose is claimed ro have 
helped in the losing. 


Senate was organized by the 


election of Senator Gerberich, a Pen- 
rose man, as presiding officer, Senator 
E. M. Herbst receiving the compliment 
rnent of all the Democratic votes. 


The message of Governor Tener to 


the Legislature contained many ex- 
cellent suggestions. His reference to 
the Gettysburg anniversary celebra- 
tion was as follows: 


Attention is called to the Act of 


June 14, 1911. P. L 2S6, creating a 
Commission to provide for the obser- 
vance of the fiftieth anniversary of the 
battle of Gettysburg, which act makes 
an. appropriation of $50,000 to earn- 
on the preliminary work of the Com- 
mission, with a commitment to an ap- 
propriation not to exceed $250.000. 


To us now living, after the lapse of 


half a ceatury. falls the patriotic duty 
of commemorating the historic battle 
of 
Gettysburg.

mend that suitable appropriations be 
made at an early date in order that 
there may "be no delay In carrying to 
completion the plans of the Commis- 
sion. -

Tener briefly stated are as follows: 
-.Recommends a public utilities com- 
mission, die abolition of the depart- 
ment of-internal"affairs and the crea- 
tion of a department of labor and in- 
dustry.

For half 
a century they have lain locked away 
from the world, the lines fading from 
the yellowing pages, their every word 
enshrined in my heart.

The romance of war is over. The

3Iy Soldiers letters seem to my pre- 


judiced eyes not the narrative of a 
blunt soldier, reciting tersely Ms ac- 
count of battles, not the ravings of an 
eager lover, reiterating phrases of 
eternal devotion, but the observations 
of a man o£ culture, of countless in- 
terests, of warm sympathy, of un-- 
shakable faith.

YOUNGEST AGED WOMAN IN 


THE COMMUNITY. 


Mrs. 
Sarah P. Homer Found Dead 


In Bed at Her Home Last Wed- 


nesday Morning. 


MJSSSAKAH P. HOK.NJBK was found 


dead in her bed ou last Wednesday 
morning, January 8, at her rooms iu 
the JEckert buildiug, Ceuter Square, 
aud the discovery gave the towu a dis- 
tiuct shock, for she had beeu eujoylug 
her well kuown remarkable health aud 
had not been complaining of any ill- 
ness. It is believed by those acqualut- 
ed with the family that Miss Sarah
